The repeated raids against Ameri- 
can lines since discovery 61 Persh- 
ing's troops in front trenches about 
January 20 indicate, military. men 
believe, that the Germans are testing 
out the strength of force preliminary 
to a heavy assault. 

Successive German raids on 
uary 20, 21 and 22, apparently launch- 
ed to identify troops in the American 
section resulted in five Americans be- 
ing killed and ten wounded. ‘There 
folowed a period of several days 
pause, presumably while reports of 
results were forwarded to German 
general headquarters. During this 
cessation from attack, a heavy fire 
was dropped continuously on the 
American trenches. 

Then on January

All of the German war weapons 
were thrown into this fire—gas in- 
cluded—with the evident intention | 
of testing the American nerve under 
stress.
